Cuba Walks Alono. 


Havana, May 21,—-The ceremonies 


incidental to the formal transfer of the 
reins of government to the Cubans 
were brief and -simple. After formal 
greetings General Wood read the docu- 
lueatary transfer pruyared by the war 
department, pledging Ihe new govern- 
ment to Immediately proclaim the con- 
stitution HIM! the Plan amendment 
contained iti the appendix, and to un- 
dertake all obligations assumed by the 
United States with respect to Cuba by 
the treaty of Paris. General Wood and 
his staff and th« American troops era- 
barked immediately after the hoisting 
of tho Cuban flag and the American 
ships steamtid out or the harbor to 
the cheers of the assembled thou- 
sands. 
When the oath of office had 


been administered to President Palma, 
a letter rrom Fresiu^nt Roosevelt was 
read congratulating Cuba's people and 
wishing the new government success. 
The city of Havana was ia gala attire 
in honor of the event. 


B!ya! to Biscuit Trust. 


Chicago, May 21.—-Independent bis- 


cuit companies throughout the country 
w!!l soon be combined in a grant riv-ii 
to the National Biscuit cnnarutny_ nrolj- 
ably under the name o' the Union Bis- 
cnit company. Several of the largest, 
independent concerns have already en- 
tered. Into an agreement to unite, and 
steps now being taken by the officers 
of the Union Biscuit company of St. 
Louis, are designed to amalgamate 
most of tbe 150 companies iato one 
corporation. 
A buying 
and 
selling 


agreement has already been entered 
into it is said. According- to the pres- 
ent plans of the Independent people, 
Jacob L. Loose, formerly president of 
the American Biscuit company, which 
was absorbed by the National Biscuit 
company, vlll be the h«ad of the new 
concern. The present agreement con- 
cerns two Missouri bakeries, one In 
Cincinnati, and at least two Chicago 
plants.

Mr. Foraker (O.) de- 
fcimciS the action of tuc militiiry au- 
thorities in establishing the camps ia 
thy Philippines as wise and proper, 
and SB a moans of protecting friendly 
Filipinos from assassination at the 
iaads o* roving bands '->? insurgents. 
Mr. Hoar (Mass.) spoke briefly ia line 
with Mr. Bacon, criticising the concen- 
tration, camps and pointing out the 
difficulty in. getting army officers to 
testify regarding the situation, Mr. 
Olapf (Minn.) urged that the Filipinos 
oagat to br taught to adir.ir? anil re- 
spect the United States as a nation 
which always bad stood for liberty aiiJ 
progT2ia and never had broken its 
•word to any people, great o;- sjc.aU.

The i&'onaatioa 
caused general sorrow, <or everyone 
knew &r.d v\rd the cli! gentleman. 
He cad been. :11 for srx months, al- 
though the <ast few days developed 
M-rious symptoms, resulting in heart 
failure, wMch caused bis death. Mr. 
Hickey had reached the age 
of 76 


years, 40 years of his life having been 
spent in this city. He was born in 
tiimmerick. Ireland, and emigrated to 
America in IS-iS, settling in Piqua. It 
was he who assisted iu building the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton £ Dayton rail- 
road north from Dayton to Toledo, and 
as th.e road moved farther north. Mr. 
Hickey moved to this plac*i. locating- 
on what is now Water street, where 
he has since resided. He came here 
when the town was yet in its infancy, 
and upon his arrival, there were but 
two other residence-son Water street 
He saw the village grow Into a. thriv- 
ing town, and'although his work was 
usually out of the town, yet he made 
this place his home. He was in the 
employ of the C. H. & D. railroad com- 
pany for more tluui haH 2. century. 
b«t the-latter part of Us 
life was 


spent fn serving the road In the capac- 
ity of watchman at crossings. He was 
a faithful and trusted employe, and 
served in this capacity at De»Ul«r, Ot-

Cincinnati. May 21.—A half dozen 


lives were lost, many persons were in- 
jured and over a million dollars of 
damage was done to property in Cin- 
cinnati and vicinity by the 
terrific 


•wind and rainstorm of Tuesday. The 
wind blew GO miles an hour and 2.36 
inches of rain fell in less than a half- 
hour, the greatest on record here. Prior 
to the deluge the city became dark as 
night. A waterspout developed on the 
Lewlsburg hills, in the southern sub- 
urbs of Covington, and great destruc- 
tion was wrought. Mrs. George Fiach- 
n-er and Willie Wlllin, 4, were drowned 
when the mighty wall of water rolled 
down the hill and swept away their 
residence. 
Small 
residences, out- 


houses and barns were swept away and 
many persons had narrow escapes 
from death, Cicm Davier's wagon was 
overturned by the Sood and he. with 
four horses, 
was drowned 
in the 


streets of Covington. In. this city Fer- 
dinand Rapp/a peddler; D. W. Belle- 
ville, a carpenter, and George Becker, 
a, teanister. lost their lives. The dam- 
age done in Cincinnati came from cel- 
-lars 1>aiii.s suddenly flooded with .water, 
the losses to some of the jobbers 'run- 
aing as high as $25.000 to $30.000 each. 


Reservoir Gave Way. 


Connellsville, Pa.. May 
21.—The 


Breakneck reservoir, four miles from 
here, In.thr mountains, broke aud the 
5,000,000-gallon lake inundated White 
Run valley, sweeping away houses, 
railroad bridges, barns, fences and 
crops. As far as known there were 


tisrilling escapes. The damage is esti- 
mated at $200,000. The break was 
c.aused by a cloudburst.

Unique Institution Established 


In Chicago by a Minister. 


HAS FIVE DISTINCT BEPAETMEHTS 


Clune* Ove* WMcli «i«'Rev. Myrott 


W. Haywe* Pjremldc* Meet Twice « 
W*«lE—Women Ajro to Be Provided 
WltU Lut-jte BaUatnir CoolaiiiiiiK 
Slecplzur Quarter*. 
Bev. Myron W. Hayup^f, pastor of the 


Belden Avenue Baptist church, in Chi- 
cago, is the founder of two Sunday 
school classes which are unique both 
in their object and organization, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald. One Is a 
class for men and the other is a class 
tor women, the two being entirely sep- 
arate and each carrying on Its work in- 
dependently of the other. 


The class which is known as the 


Haynes Class Por Men was organized 
about three years ago by Dr. Haynes. 
It began merely as a Bible class of sis 
students, who met in the church on 
Sunday afternoons for the study of the 
Scriptures under the direct tuition of 
Dr. Haynes. In order that it might be 
more effectual a minimum age limit of 
seventeen years was set, and the class 
begs" to extend its operations outside 
the church itself, to do a little mission- 
ary work and to increase Its numbers, 
with the result that today there are 
225 active members on its roll, and it 
is divided into five distinct depart- 
ments—literary, social, religions, exec- 
utive and a board of labor, each with 
its own bead elected by the class. Over 
these is the class president, O. S. Ed- 
wards, and over all is Dr. Haynes. 


Two rooms are set aside in the church 


building, and in these the members 
meet Saturday and Monday nights. One 
weeUiy street iaeetlng is also held, the 
day being appointed by the class. 


Financially the class depends upon 


contributions from the members and 
their friends, and as a good instance 
of its success it may be said that these 
contributions for the year 1901 amount- 
ed to over §1,000. As an attraction to 
increase its membership a port of this 
contribution fund is set aside to pro- 
vide free musical and literary instruc- 
tion to all who cannot afford a teacher 
outside. Another part is used to main- 
tain a fair sized orchestra among the 
members, and still another Luis been 
used to equip a handsome library and 
in the purchase of furniture and a bil-

The women's class is perhaps more 


exceptional. Almost at its beginning 
the character of the work which Jt 
was to undertake made it imperative 
to have definite quarters, and in re- 
sponse to this need its teacher and 
moving spirit. Judson F. Going, imme- 
diately set about the purchase of the 
three story building at 344 Belden av- 
enue. Within a month the transaction 
was completed. 


The bouse has been remodeled and 


the lower floor divided into comforta- 
ble and attractive 
lounging rooms, 


where the members of the class mny 
moot at nil times. The upper doors, 
which are not yet completed, nn- be- 
ing lilted up as dormitories, which will 
accommodate about thirty persons. 
These dormitories are to be. made 
available to any young woman of good 
character who is dependent upon n 
salary of less than §10 a week, which 
the class holds is the minimum sum 
which will enable a young woman to 
obtain lodgings in a respectable neigh- 
borhood and otherwise properly sup- 
port herself. A small board and rental 
will be charged, and no one will be ad- 
mitted who cauuot satisfactorily es- 
tablish her eligibility. 


It will thus be seen that the organ- 


izatiou is in no sense a "rescue" league. 
The member? have divided themselves 


[ into circles of ten, each ten with its 
, ows leader, whose business it Is to see 
that the elnbrooms are kept open one 
evening in each month by her circle. 
In this way the class is abls-to beep 
the rooms open every tiight except 
Wednesday for any members of the 
class from 7:30 until 0 o'clock. 


The class officers are: President. Cle- 


tetia Pollock; vice president Abbie Jj. 
Cardy; corresponding secretary. June 
Frizzell; recording secretary, Idn Ben- 
son; treasurer, Amanda Strack. 


On Dec. 1C, 1900. Mies Frizzell was 


the only pupil in the class. Now there 
are 130 young women engaged in ac- 
tive work under Mr. Going who have 
chosen "Directed, Not Drifting," tor 
their motto.

Method* With Kudlshcx. 


I have been in tUe business several 


seasons. The soil is a srent factor and 
should be a rich, sandy loam, well 
drained and free from weeds. I have 
used several kinds of fertilizers with 
some success, but good stable m.m-ure. 
well rotted, is of most Importance. 
Wood ashes and botie are also highly 
recommended, and nitrate of soda gives 
:ood results if properly applied. I plow: 
in fall and apiin in spring, tvor king the; 
soil very fine. I drill the seed with a 
garden drill eight inches apart between 
the rows and one or two seeds to the 
inch for turnip rooted varieties, for late 
or long varieties twelve to sixteen inch- 
es between the rows, and thin from two 
to four inches, according to sizo. For a 
succession sow once a week as long as 
the weather is favorable, which is 
about July 1 for early varieties. I>o 
not sow such varieties as \Vbite Chinn 
before June 1 or, better still, Jone 35 
and up to Aug. 35 for our latitude, abo«t
